One way of averting smog in Santa 
Ynez Valley, might be to “ shut down 
the tourist traps of Solvang,” 
according to Robert Lilley, - of 
Lompoc, a member of the County 
Planning Commission. 
Lilley told the commission that 
such an action, he felt, would “ cut 
down traffic by hundreds of cars a 
week” at the Danish- American 
community which attracts visitors 
from throughout the world.

Two-day prison uprising comes to peaceful end 


MCALESTER, Okla. (UPIi - Heavily 
arm ed 
patrolm en 
moved 
into 
the 
sm oldering grounds of the Oklahoma State 
Prison Sunday and peacefully put an end to 
a two-day inm ate uprising that saw most of 
the penitentiary’s facilities destroyed by 
fire and as many as four prisoners slain 
Two convicts were known to be dead and 
17 other inm ates and three guards were 
injured during the weekend insurrection. 
Fires set by inm ates caused $20 million in 
dam age to the prison cafeteria, m ess hall, 
hospital, rodeo grounds, factories, power 
plant and chapel. The cell blocks remained 
untouched. 
A spokesm an for Gov. David Hall said all 
Chalk Circle 


but 
an 
estim ated 
700 
prisoners 
had 
returned to their cells. The 700, who did not 
take part in the riot and feared vengeance 
at the hands of those who did. rem ained in 
the prison yard huddled around sm all tires. 
“ It is possible we will find two m ore 
deaths—one m an perhaps in the m eat 
locker in the m ess hall area and the other 
one in the chapel area ," said Ed Hardy, the 
governor's spokesm an. 
One hundred highway patrolm en wearing 
blue helm ets and gas masks and carrying 
rifles 
and 
riot 
guns 
massed 
on 
the 
m anicured lawns at the front entrance of 
the prison at 9 a m Sunday, reinforced by 
National Guard troops. 


At 9:40 a.m ., however, the inm ates said 
they would surrender their positions in the 
eeliblocks, ending the rebellion that began 
43 hours and 10 m inutes earlier when six 
prisoners attacked their guards during 
F riday’s lunch hour and exhorted other 
inm ates to “ join us in a revolution in the 
name of Allah " 


After surrendering, the inm ates quietly 
assem bled in the prison yard, where they 
were searched. Patrolm en and National 
Guard troops then combed the eeliblocks 
for weapons and found m achetes, baseball 
bats, knives, “ a barrel of pills” and a hand 
grenade boobytrap stretched across the 


entrance to a cell 
No guns were found during the search 
One inm ate was fatally stabbed by 
another prisoner Friday and a second 
prisoner died when his throat was slashed 
as a guard was escorting him back to his 
cell during a quiet period Saturday The 
guard disarm ed the assailant and arrested 
him. 
The inm ates, who took 21 hostages, 
demanded a meeting with Hall to talk 
about prison reform when the insurrection 
began Hall, however, refused to m eet with 
them until they released their hostages, 
who included the deputy warden. 18 guards 
and two counselors on the prison staff.

E.G. Waters 
Labor woes 


Despite glowing reports reflecting the billions being 
spent in the western states building boom, a state labor 
leader has warned the construction industry is “ perilously 
close to disaster 
He said the workers are on the brink of rebellion against 
the Nixon economic policies and forecast increasing work 
stoppages and legal actions are in the im mediate future. 
These predictions were made by Jam es S. Lee, president 
of the 360,000 m em ber State Building and Construction 
Trades Council. He said “ wildcat strikes” are already 
oceuring on construction jobs throughout the state. 
While he conceded that such strikes for wages in excess 
of the rates granted by the federal government were 
unauthorized and illegal and “ can only create chaotic 
conditions,” he denied the work stoppages were, in fact, 
strikes. 
“ The workers are simply refusing to report to work They 
feel strongly that they are being abused by government 
controls which seek to compel them to work at wages below 
those indicated by the usual and normal guidelines. They 
are refusing to be enslaved by such tyranny.” 
He said the workers are taking m atters in their own 
hands “ to dem onstrate forcefully to the public the 
unfairness of wage freezes which are putting untold 
millions of excessive profits in the pockets of the 
contractors.” 
Lee explained his charge of “ excessive profits” by 
pointing out that the Construction Industry Stablization 
Com m ittee 
has 
denied 
cost 
of 
living 
adjustm ents 
previously authorized. 
“ Acting in good faith, the unions negotiated their new 
contracts within the boundaries set down by the federal 
agency. But when these contracts were subm itted to the 
government they were cut back. As it stands now, they 
have approved increases of less than half of that which they 
said would be acceptable.” 
“ In the m eantim e the contractors had bid their jobs and 
received contracts based upon the anticipated 5*2 percent 
wage increase they had agreed to. Now they are being paid 
on that basis and pocketing the money that was intended for 
the w orker.” 
“ The result of all this is that the consum er is paying, the 
contractor is reaping excessive profits, and the worker is 
penalized. All the while inflation continues to spiral. With 
the freeze off on groceries the 5*2 percent which was 
authorized and then denied doesn’t begin to m atch up with 
the cost of living increases which are occurring daily.” 
Lee pointed to a recent statem ent of George A. Christie, 
chief economist for F. W Dodge, leading authority on the 
construction m arket. The report recounted residential 
building in the 11 western states during the first five 
months of 1973 totalled m ore than $4 billion while non- 
residential construction cam e to more than $2 billion 
“That proves conclusively my statem ent that the 
contractors are reaping millions in profits which should be 
going into the paychecks of the w orkers,’’ Lee said. 
He also seized upon the statem ent which cautioned “The 
austerity economics and restrictive politicies of 1973. 
consistent with an overheated economy, haven’t fully 
caught 
up 
with 
the construction business yet. 
and 
eventually they must ” 
“ That report,” Lee charged, “obviously was written 
without an aw areness of what is actually happening 
Otherwise he wouldn’t have said these things “ eventually" 
will catch up Hell, they already have.” 
Lee said his unions will continue to battle with the federal 
government for cost of living adjustm ents “ which are 
realistic” . “ We are also going to take legal action to force 
the contractors to disclose their profits and compel them to 
return them to the consum er.”

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Supply crisis worries state 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Worrisome supply shortages 
are confronting state government 
California’s giant pocketbook no longer commands 
instant attention from the nation’s manufacturers. 
Competition and bidding has dwindled for a wide range of 
m aterials needed by government 
“I suppose if a salesman were to land us as an account 
today they’d fire him ,” rues assistant state Purchasing 
Manager Robert L Vance 
From his office in the General Services Department, 
Vance offered this perspective: 
Obscure items such as bunting for flags and elastic for 
men’s drawers are nearly impossible to obtain in needed 
Quantities. Heating oil is in critical supply, and forthcoming 
is the highly uncertain chore of trying to corner a huge, 
supply of bargain priced gasoline for the coming year 
Food, paper, steel, wood and other types of bulk 
yardage— which were once “ liver for the sharks '—are no 
longer competitively plentiful.

Penal system 


LOS ANGELES ( UPI ) — Dr. Earl W. Brian, secretary of 
the California Health and Welfare Agency, believes the 
future of the American penal system lies in local 
responsibility, first with juveniles, then possibly with 
minimum-security adult offenders.

Chavez immediately called for a general strike against 
the growers of table grapes, who signed with the UFW in 
1970 following a five-year strike and nationwide boycott by 
the union.

“ We re fighting to keep what we got after five years of 
struggle,” Chavez said after negotiations broke down over 
pesticide procedures, union recognition and labor camps.

Senate working on contribution restrictions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
today prepared to put the finishing touches 
and approve the first restrictions in 
American political history on contributions

spend in seeking to become a congressman, 
senator, or president. 


The Senate was to vote later today (3:30 
p.m. EDT) on a comprehensive package of 
campaign reforms and send it to the 
House, which so far has shown a reluctance 


to take any action. 
The major controversy left to be settled 
is some form of restrictions on the amount 
of money a group—not authorized by the 
candidate—can spend on his behalf. 
Sen. John O. Pastore, D-R.I., who is 
seeking to close the “ loophole,” said that 
without some limit on outside groups, the 
ceiling on candidate spending would be a 
“ mockery.” 
There may also be one more effort to 
further restrict the amount an individual 
can contribute to a candadate.

And, he can see 
an end to the Women’s 
Army Corps as a separate 
unit. 
“I’d like to see more 
women recurited into the

com ponents,” 
Stilwell said. “It may turn 
out to be our salvation.’’ 
The 
career 
solider 
is 
about to leave California for 
Korea where he’ll command 
the Eighth Army. He’ll also 
pick up his fourth star as a 
full general. 
Stilwell would like to see 
the army expand through a 
three-pronged 
attack: 
shorten the initial active 
duty 
period, 
decentralize 
the reserve structure and 
permit 
more 
flexibility 
within the organization. 
Some 
experimentation 
has already begun. 
Stilwell said a number of 
reserve units are trying six- 
year enlistments shortened 
by requiring only once-a- 
year summer camp training 
during the last two or three 
years. 
The California National 
Guard this month started 
enlisting people for four 


years 
of 
monthly 
drill 
periods and annual summer 
camp followed by two years 
of summer camp only. The 
experiment 
will 
last 
90 
days. 
What 
does 
concern 
Stilwell seriously is the lack 
of enlistments of high school 
and college students.

getting anywhere near the 
proportion of young men out 
of

guard or reserve that we 
would like. 
“Rather, our strength is 
being 
maintained 
in the

servicemen.’’ They can only 
join for one year, he said. 
Bi gge st 
hangup 
on 
enlistment of young people, 
he reasoned, is their fear 
that 
the

schooling and jobs. 
Asked about young people 
today in general, Stilwell 
said he doesn’t believe there 
has been much change in the 
basic structure of the youth 
in our society.

Incentive Program 
(WIN), which uses financial 
incentives and manpower 
services to help recipients 
of Aid to Families with 
D e p e n d e n t 
Ch i l d r e n 
(AFDC), 
found jobs for 
19,445 enrollees in the 11- 
month 
period 
July 
1972 
through May 1973. 
In the same period of the 
previous fiscal year. Doctor 
Brian 
said, 
9,400 
were 
placed in jobs. 
“This is a 108 percent 
increase. 
It 
indicates 
clearly that the state’s new 
emphasis 
on 
jobs 
for 
welfare recipients is paying 
off,” Doctor Brian said. 
The 
WIN 
pr ogr am 
operates 
in 
30 
counties 
where 
the 
majority 
of 
welfare recipients live. It is, 
however, only one of several 
programs to help people on 
welfare. 
Total welfare placements 
in regular jobs during this 
period was 51,196, compared 
with 23,727 in the previous 
year. This is an increase of 
116 percent.

This was the Christmas, 
1972 bombing of North Vietnam which 
outraged even staunch and long-time 
supporters of the Presidents (public) 
Vietnam policies.

“carpet bombing1 ’ of Hanoi, and only 
minimal damage to non-military targets.

Nixon is so sadly finding out.

Ideology 
does not serve him well in the 
crunch of inflationary prices and the 
dollar- trade gap. 
By every indicator, from the 
slaughter of the chicks to the 
scarcity on supermarket shelves, 
Phase 3 was a failure. The grievous 
error was in scrapping Phase 2 
under 
Shultz’s 
tutelage. It 
had 
worked fairly well in restraining the 
rise in prices. 
To be sure, powerful forces are 
working in the markets of the world 
that may put the economy of a 
single nation beyond any set of 
managers, 
however 
skillful and 
dedicated. More protein in the diet 
of the peoples of Western Europe, 
Japan and elsewhere puts a strain 
on available food supplies.

In a new must on your planning 
and land use reading list, a national 
panel endorses the new “no-growth” 
mood in environmentally-oriented 
planning but advocates a two-sided 
“ creativ e

“Massive urban growth” and an 
inevitable 
population boom 
will 
accompany us into the next century, 
the panel forsees, and business and 
industry must be allowed to adapt.

overview will soon 
be published under 
the title of “The 
Use of 
Land:

past quarter century has consisted 
mostly of people running away from 
concentrations

according to task force Executive 
Director William K. Reilly. But 
now, with the run currently on for 
more and more remote retreats 
from each other, we can foresee the 
time when there’ll be no where else 
to run, he added. 
New communities incorporating a 
full mix of land uses in a type of 
modular “ clustering” concept is one 
of Reilly’s ideas for crowded co­ 
existence. There’s no escaping on 
two acre lots. 
Urban League Counsel Ronald 
Brown 
added 
that 
the 
new 
skepticism over whether or not new 
industry means new jobs or just 
more pollution is good. But, the 
urban leader asserted, a simple 
negativism that says that growth is 
bad, period, will leave us in a very 
foolish position. 
There will continue to be more 
and more Americans through the 
first third of the next century 
regardless of the present birth rate, 
Brown 
reminded, 
with 
the 
American population predicted by 
the U S Census Bureau to soar to 
264 million by the year 2000, a 60 
million increase over the current 
level 
These people, Brown said, will 
also expect to be able to rent or buy 
places to live and will also require 
the full range of goods. Also, he 
forecasted, 
the 
per 
capita 
consumption rate in the U.S. will 
more than double by the end of this 


century while five sixths of the 
American people will dwell on one 
sixth of the land. 
Obviously, 
Brown 
suggested, 
neither the land nor the commodity 
needs 
of 
these 
richer, 
more 
numerous Americans is going to be 
addressed by a present moratorium 
on all types of development. 
Mayor Pete Wilson of San Diego 
indicated that in the face of this 
population and demand onslaught, 
p r e s e r v a t i o n 
of 
c r i t i c a l 
environmental and cultural areas 
will require no less than “placing 
tough new restrictions on the use of 
private land" and a reexamination 
by the U.S. Supreme Court of earlier 


p r e c e d e n t s 
i n v o l v i n g 
determinations of public benefit in 
cases 
of 
disputed 
land 
use 
regulations. 


League of Women Voters panel 
member Virginia Nugent added that 
she feels a good percentage of the 
“greenspace systems” which should 
be set aside in the crowded future 
will have to be only partially owned 
by 
governm ents 
or 
entirely 
privately owned, though under strict 
land use laws.
